tho homo af hie eon, Donald Smith, 
at Escondido. 
Mr. Sm ith Is survived by his 
eon. and two sisters, M ra T. H. 
Thompson, of Garden Grove, and 
M ra EL CL Seeley, of Los A n­ 
geles. 
H e w as an uncle of Mrs. 
F. E. Farnsw orth, of this city. 
The tim e for the funeral had not 
been aet a t a late hour th is a fte r­ 
noon, but services trill be held in 
Santa Ana, with 8m lth and T ut- 
hlll In charge. 
The body w as to 
be brought here this afternoon. 
Mr. Sm ith w as a pioneer hare, 
having come to Santa A na in 1887. 
Ha first became employed by Jam es 
MoFadden on the latter’# ranch on 
South Main street, the property 
now being known as MoFadden 
subdivisions I, 2, t and 4. 
Jam es 
and 
Robert 
McFadden 
were the "big men” back of the 
Newport Wharf and Lumber com­ 
pany, 
wholesaling 
and 
retailing 
lumber throughout Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
The company drying yards 
were located In this city and oc­ 
cupied a large area in the eastern 
part of the city. 
Lumber for the 
firm came by water to Newport 
Beach and was discharged a t the 
big w harf a t that point, the wharf 
having been constructed by 
tile 
lumber company. 
It 
then 
became necessary 
for 
better transportation facilities be­ 
tween 
this 
city 
and 
Newport 
Beach, and a railroad was con­ 
structed 
by 
the company. 
The 
line is now owned by the Southern 
Pacific. 
The 
McFaddens 
were 
strictly opposed to business op­ 
erations on Sunday, and an edict 
was issued that trains should not 
be operated on the Sabbath. 
Smith was chosen by the Mc­ 
Faddens to officiate as conductor 
of the one train first used in the 
operations, and he followed stric t­ 
ly the m andate of the brothers. He 
held sim ilar views with reference 
to Sunday observance. 
Many men and women of Santa 
Ana today were children when the 
rail service was first Introduced 
and will recall Smith as the con­ 
ductor. They also will recall many 
novel experiences In riding from 
thia city to the beach on holidays 
on flat cars with planks arranged 
on boxes for seats. 
Frequently 
sides w ere placed on the cars to 
prevent a passenger falling off. 
8m lth continued aa the conductor 
on th# line until it was sold to the 
Southern Pacific. He then engaged 
in farm operations and was suc­ 
cessful. 
H a lived for a number of 
year* on tha corner of F irst and 
Wright streets, owning a fine wal­ 
nut grove that later was partly 
subdivided. 
Mr. Sm ith had been sick for 
about a year. having gone to E s­ 
condido to asak# his home with his 
aoa soon after becoming ill.

Shortly after his capture. M arti­ 
nez is said to have confessed to fir­ 
ing the fatal shots, stating that he 
did it in a fit of ra g a He was iden­ 
tified as the killer by Mrs. Atwood.

councils of tha California Develop­ 
m ent association. 
In effect this action la taken to 
mean th at th# Development asso­ 
ciation's proposal, for Inclusion of 
690 to SOO miles of. new secondary 
roads lf) the state system, was ra t­ 
ified, with tha southern section to 
participate in th« expansion on a 
three or four to one basis. It is un­ 
derstood that the 
governor will

One aI tke boy* wa* Harbert Hooter—feaday premdent-dect of 
the United Staten, ami the ether wee Ray Lyman Wifcur, now presi­ 
dent of Stanford and mentioned ne the next secretary of the interior 
The two boys studied together I n f 
Encina hall—now tha home of tb s 
lowly freshmen—and lived up to 
the same rules and regulations now 
In effect 
B ert Hoover and 
Ray 
W ilbur 
w ent through college together. Bert 
graduated In '95 and Ray received 
his A. B. a year later. Bert became 
an engineer and Ray stayed around 
and continued his medical work- 
W ilbur got his masters degree 
from Stanford in 1897 and his M. 
D. from the old Cooper medical col­ 
lege In San Francisco in 1899. Then 
he studied successively In Frank- 
fort-on-the-M aln, London and Mu­ 
nich. 
B ut even before Dr. W ilbur grad­ 
uated from medical school he met 
M argaret May Blake. They wers 
married December 5, 1698, and have 
five children. 
Years of 
teaching a t 
Stanford 
culminated In the appointment of 
Dr. W ilbur as dean of the medical 
school in 1911. 
On the death of 
John Casper Branner In 1916, Dr- 
W ilbur was chosen president of his 
alm a mater. 
Twelve years of his adm inistra­ 
tion have been fruitful years tor 
Stanford. They were years marked 
by occasional fireworks and w atch­ 
ed with interest by Dr. David S tarr 
Jordan, famed educator and “first 
president of tha university.**

Baby, two years the junior of Bill, 
has the honor, if such it may be 
called, of giving his brother the only 
’cauliflower ear” he possesses.

happened shortly after Bill entered 
the professional ranks, and was not 
done with the gloves, but in wrest­ 
ling.

“In his farewell address George 
Washington speaking

prosperity, said religion and moral­ 
ity are Indispensable supports. 
Quoting Washington the minister 
said, “In vain would that men claim 
th* tribute 
of 
patriotism, 
who 
should labor to support these great 
pillars of human happiness, these 
firmest props of the duties of men 
and citizens." 
“Let It simply be asked,'* he add­ 
ed, “where Is the security for prop­ 
erty, for reputation, for life, if the 
sense of religious obligation desert 
the oaths, which are the Instru­ 
c t s of investigation in the courts 
of Justice.” 
He then assured our Wfebears 
that national morality cannot pre­ 
vail in exclusion of religious prin­ 
ciple. This Is a fundamental truth 
which holds good for all time, re­ 
gardless of changing manners and 
morals based upon expediency. 
"That moral theories are much 
higher than moral practice, that 
men know much better than they 
do Is a truism. It Is the main busi­ 
ness of religion to help people live 
In the presence of God whose mer­ 
cy Is beyond the measure of man’s 
mind, but whose Justice will also 
render to every man according to 
his works,” Rom. 2:8. 
The national morality can he no 
higher than the sum total of Indi­ 
vidual morals.

They will maintain moral 
standards and with the divine help 
raise the moral conceptions of the 
community. 
Living In the presence of Christ 
we will be able to overcome evil 
with good,” the minister concluded.

JESUS’ HUMOR 


Due to the illness of the Rev. 
Harry Evan Owings, pastor of the 
First 
Baptist 
church, 
R. 
Fred 
Chambers acted as speaker of the 
services. 
In discussing the humor of Jesus, 
Mr. Chambers said: 
"Throughout modern biographies, 
editorials and current periodicals 
treating on 
the life 
of 
Christ, 
there runs a query as to the real 
f nature of Jesus’ personality. Many 
fall to note that Jesus possessed a 
very keen sense of humor. Humor 
is based upon a recognition of the 
unusual, the Inconsistent, and the 
incongruous in life. Humor is due 
to an alert and broad mind; one 
with a keen sense of proportion; 
quick to observe and draw com­ 
parisons. 
It is due to a detach­ 
ment from, or superiority to the 
disturbing experiences of life. 
It 
differs from wit in that it is more 
kind and genial and less apt to 
wound. It is essentially social and 
portrays an Intense Interest In life. 
Humor is a great Instrument in 
the hands of the reformer. Some 
of the world’s great benefactors 
have been Its humorists. Hence, it 
does not seem inconsistent to a s­ 
cribe to Jesus a certain sense of 
humor. 
"Evidences of humor in the life 
of the Master are revealed in His 
treatment of the Scribes and Phar­ 
isees. 
Hi* turn of the situation 
made them often the butt of His 
keen humor. In His dealings with 
the woman of Samaria; with the 
woman taken in adultery; 
with 
those who tried to catch Him on 
the question of tribute to Caesar; 
and 
with 
Simon, 
the 
Pharisee, 
Jesus* keen humor gave Him a 
successful disposition of each case. 
He called attention to the incon­ 
sistencies of His day In no uncer­ 
tain terms through a humorous 
turn. 
A good example 
of 
His 
humor Is revealed in His answer 
to Herod’s threat of murder. 


The ‘T rial of Our F aith” was 
the subject approached in effec­ 
tive manner by the Rev. William 
Schmoock, pastor of the Trinity 
Lutheran church, at the services 
yesterday. 
“God 
demands 
a strong 
faith 
In His Christians,” he said, “and 
reproves those of little faith." 
Tho Rev. Mr. Schmoock illus­ 
trated his thought by the story of

her daughter.” 
The pastor con­ 
tinued the story:

but

conquers also this obstacle. 
“Thus God 
tries the faith of 
His disciples. 
He perm its great 
trouble to come upon them, He 
acts as lf He would not hear their 
prayer, and He* perm its doubts to 
afflict us. 
In such afflictions we 
m ust continue steadfast in faith;

Lord is able and willing to help. 
‘The Lord 
tries 
our faith in 
order to make it strong and great, 
and to make ills help appear the 
more glorious;

AN OUNCE OF PREVENTION 


Most experienced motorists have a definite habit" 
ual line of conduct for driving when they approach 
cows, a single cow or a number of cows, and also 
sheep. 
In each case one proceeds very slowly, if 
at all, until the cows or sheep have passed the car 
or one has slowly crept past the farm animals. Both 
varieties are unreliable in their actions. 
They are 
too stupid to be fearful of the wheels of the car; 
they are stolidly indifferent or skittishly timid. 
An habi ual line of conduct, for different reasons, 
should be developed by motorists for approaching a 
group of children or individuals on bicycles. With 
the children, even though a group along the road­ 
side may hear and see a car approaching, between 
the time they note the approaching car and the 
time when it actually passes them something may 
attract a child so strongly to the other side of 
the road that he forgets entirely the approaching 
car. 
The only safe line of conduct for the motor­ 
ist is to count on the child forgetting and proceed 
in approaching and passing children with the utmost 
caution, leaving little responsibility for their own 
safety on the children themselves. 
In Orange last week, a man riding a bicycle was 
struck and fatally injured. 
Only a short time ago 
a similar misfortune befell one of Princeton’s dis­ 
tinguished professors, a man of national reputation. 
He too. did not recover from the injuries resulting 
when his bicycle turned in front of an approaching 
machine. 
The bicycle is so constructed mechanically, that 
the rider has his peculiar problems of steering and 
locomotion. His speed of progress depending on his 
own exertion, he usually does not go very fast, and 
rn alow-moving bicycle is twisted about in order to 
keep it upright. 
Again moving at a slow speed 
the rider gazes about, becomes absorbed in some­ 
thing else than his own progression (that is part 
of the fun of bicycling, as with walking, one can 
go along without being obsessed with speed and the 
necessary alertness) and forgets the speeding traf­ 
fic at his left, with the result that he now and then 
turns directly into the path of an approaching car. 
A definite line of conduct in approaching moving 
bicycles is also necessary. 
It is well to sound the 
automobile horn at a good distance, to slow speed, 
and to give the bicycle a wide berth. 
If, be­ 
cause of another approaching car. one would be 
forced to pass close to the bicycle, it is best to 
wait until the approaching car has passed. 
Many motorists are impatient with such little nec­ 
essary precautions, the bicyclers they wish outlawed. 
We don’t know what they would do with the chil­ 
dren. 
Certainly it is not just to hold motorists respon­ 
sible for all the accidents that befall pedestrians, 
children, and bicyclers but any motorist would rath­ 
er not kill or fatally injure an individual than to 
be cleared in court.

The Reapportionment bill has passed the House 
and is up to the Senate for action.

A nd th* nation alw ays aw aits 
th* w eeks to follow to see how 
real the settlem ent of the con­ 
flict has been. 
T he degree of reality w e are 
able to Inject Into our settlem ents 
of conflicts betw een rival person­ 
alities, 
principles, 
and 
program s 
is th e m easure of th* reality of 
our civilization. 
Some such public conflicts seem 
destined to go on forever for one 
or th* other of tw o reasons, viz: 
F irst, th* conflict m ay grow out 
of 
inborn 
a n d 
Ineradicable 
dif­ 
ferences betw een tw o u tterly d if­ 
ferent kind* of m inds or persons. 
Second, th* conflict m ay g ro w 
o ut of w h at E. A. Boss has called 
"a duel betw een an illusion and 
a paradox.” 
T he m an who be­ 
lieves In th* Illusion th a t you can 
im prove people by th e com pulsions 
of physical force rarely com es to 
believe In the paradox th a t m oral 
suasion Is In th e end m ore pow ­ 
erful th an force, and so on. 


W hen such public conflicts come] 
to a seem ing end, it I* usually 
for one o r m ore reasons, Tis; 
F irst, one side 
convinces 
or 
crushes th* other. 
In 
m odern 
politics 
m inds 
ar* 
rarely changed cith er by facts or 
by argum ents. 
T he alleged de­ 
liberations 
of m odern congresses 
and parliam ents 
and 
reichstaga 
are less discussions th an strateg ic 
b attle m aneuvers. 
Sine* th* p k rty 
system h as 
been 
set going 
In 
A m erica and G reat B ritain, few 
votes have ever been changed by 
congressional or parliam entary d e­ 
bates. 
So m ost m odern political 
conflicts end by one side crushing 
the other w ith votes ra th e r th an 
by convincing It w ith argum ents. 
Second, th e tw o sides com* to 
gether in comprom ise. 
T hey 
divide 
the 
territo ry be 
tw een 
them ; 
they 
scratch 
each 
other’s backs; they strik e a deal. 
T hird, a 
com m on 
ground 
Is 
found upon w hich th* tw o side* 
can stand. 
T h is is som ething different from 
com prom ise; it is not th* resu lt 
of a deal p u t over a t som e defi­ 
nite tim e; 
It is th e resu lt of a 
long evolution a t 
the 
end 
of 
which each side sees th a t it Is 
p artly rig h t and p artly w rong and 
th a t the o th er side Is p artly rig h t 
and p artly w rong.
